The Maurice Storck Collection occupies the 2:00 P.M. CT time slot on Wednesday, at 
Thursday, and Saturday. Maurice was a popular, long-time coin dealer schooled Us conhuct wy de ac 
early-on by the Great Depression, and later by World War II. He was a decorated ; 
veteran who witnessed first-hand the Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor. Later, he Sew et Maurice Storck | ; 
faithfully served the army’s 25th infantry division at Guadalcanal and the Solomon — Collection — ve 
Islands. After the war, he was one of the few coin dealers to attend the famed >) 

Palace Collections of Egypt (aka The King Farouk Sale), with many of the purchases 
remaining in his collection to be offered now. In addition to the King Farouk coins, 
the Storck consignment includes a great collection of California Fractional gold, the 
largest group we have sold in more than a decade. If you add in Western Souvenir 
gold pieces, it is the largest such collection we have ever offered. Maurice A. Storck 
was a fascinating man — one of the oldest Pearl Harbor survivors prior to his death 
in late 2019 — and a tireless volunteer busy with numismatics to the end. Please see 
his separate catalog for more information about the fresh-to-market coins and, even 
more important, about the man himself. 






The companion Heritage Signature auction is equally loaded with quality. A high-value Premier Session on Thursday 
evening Is followed by a robust Friday floor session with lots ranging from colonials to medals and tokens. On Sunday 
afternoon, a spirited online session concludes what will be an October to remember for U.S. Coins. 


Two additional Featured Collections represent more than a third of the Heritage October Signature auction, each with 
its own specialties. Without exception, these coins were thoughtfully selected over the years and carefully preserved. 
Watch for the pedigree that appears with every Featured Collection lot — pedigrees are included on floor session and 
online lots. Helpful links allow you to view the entire collections online with a single click. 


THE MALTESE COLLECTION 

A splendid array of proof coinage makes up more than 75% of this large and impressive 
consignment. The Premier Session alone hosts 38 lots from The Maltese Collection, 
including high-grade and colorfully toned proofs from the various silver series, plus 
some important copper proofs. Circulation strikes are represented in high grade 

as well, with many finest-known type coins in Gem, Premium Gem, and Superb 

Gem grades. Condition Census coins abound. The Barber series is especially well 
represented by proofs in high proof grades. We note some stunning proof Barber 
quarters, including a 1900 example in PR68 Cameo PCGS with CAC and a 1910 
quarter in PR67+ Deep Cameo PCG&, the finest-certified by that service. Likewise, 
notable halves include a splendid 1893 PR67 Cameo PCGS with fabulous toning and 
richly frosted devices, and an 1897 PR68 Cameo PCGS, also with magnificent toning. 
The parade of proofs has many surprises, including several pre-1858 proofs across 
several denominations — especially early copper. 





THE PETER JONES M.D. COLLECTION 

A passionate collector and author, Dr. Peter Jones has long enjoyed a 
fascination with colonial American coins and their stories. Recently, he 
wrote the book, Colonial History in Your Hands, which features many of 
the coins offered in this auction. As Dr. Jones points out, “you can 
actually feel a connection to the past when you hold a colonial coin 
in your hand.” Colonial issues from the collection are featured 
throughout the Premier Session and the Friday floor session, as well 
as some excellent examples in Sunday’s online session. A Lord 
Baltimore shilling certified XF40 PCGS and a rare New Yorke token — 
struck in brass circa 1670 — provide Premier Session highlights, 
while the Friday floor session includes many fine examples of Massachusetts 

silver. New Jersey copper enthusiasts will find a 1786 New Jersey copper, the “Bridle” variety, Maris 18-M graded 
AU53 NGC, plus several other New Jersey varieties in the Sunday online session. Copper colonial issues are only 

part of Peter’s interests, which extend to gold and silver type coins. Dr. Jones trained at Cambridge and Oxford 
Universities, UK, doing dual residency in Family Practice and Internal Medicine for 39 years. He enjoys American 
financial history, magic, and many aspects of numismatics, as well as playing the piano, flamenco, and classical guitar. 
He also authored Notable Notes, Dow Jones by Peter Jones, Commemorative Coin Tales, The First Medals of 
America, and — with Cynthia Adams — Therapeutic Communication, now in its third edition.

H. 2-C, W-1060, R.5. The Maryland silver coinage was 
contemporaneous with its Massachusetts counterpart, but is much 
scarcer, since it was struck in smaller numbers circa 1659. The coins 
were struck at the Tower Mint in London and exported to America. 
Demand from early American type collectors makes problem-free 
examples highly desirable. The present Choice VF sixpence has 
silver-blue fields and stone-gray high points. The borders display 
hints of russet toning. The evenly worn surfaces are unblemished 
and attractive. Listed on page 42 of the 2021 Guide Book.

(1659) Lord Baltimore Shilling, XF40 PCGS. Hodder 1-A, 
W-1080, R.6. The English government sought to restrict the 
flow of silver to the colonies throughout the colonial era and the 
Maryland fourpence, sixpence, and shilling were the only silver 
colonial coinage ever sanctioned by the Crown. The coins were 
struck in London for circulation in Maryland. The right of coinage 
was expressly granted to Cecil Calvert, the second Lord Baltimore, 
in his 1632 charter, but he was still arrested and faced an inquiry for 
illegally transporting silver to the Maryland colony. 

All the the varieties are elusive today. To quote the Whitman 
Colonial Encyclopedia, “the silver issues enjoyed an extensive 
circulation, and most examples seen today show considerable wear. 
Very Good, Fine, and Very Fine are typical grades, often with surface 
marks or damage.” This impressive XF example shows light wear on 
the design elements, with a clash mark right of the shield on the 
reverse. The design elements were strongly impressed, aside from a 
touch of softness on some facial features. The lightly abraded surfaces 
are blanketed in dark shades of lavender-gray toning. Listed on page

The usually seen die variety with LONDON as one 
word, straight lines within the shield, and a dagger in the first 
shield quadrant. But most Elephant tokens were struck on thick 
planchets. The Whitman Colonial Encyclopedia states “a few are on 
thin, wide planchets.” Those on a thin planchet trade for far more 
than their thick counterparts, as priced on page 48 of the 2021

until a lead impression was discovered in the Netherlands Royal 
Cabinet in 1853. According to Breen, the obverse devices of 
Venus and Cupid under a palm tree suggest propaganda for the 
colonies as a place to enjoy life. Despite the E added to YORK, 
it is not possible to pin down the date of this issue precisely as 
this spelling occurs intermittently between 1664 and the 1770s. 
A 2016 pedigree roster confirms 17 brass and four lead or pewter 
examples. This piece is evenly worn, but the outline of the devices 
are fully recognizable. The fields are granular and show deeper 
brown toning that contrasts with the olive-tan accents on the 
devices. An exceptionally rare opportunity to acquire this undated 
apocryphal farthing. Listed on page 49 of the 2021 Guide Book.

All are rare today, with the exception of his Short and Long Worm 
shillings, which are merely very scarce. This wheat-gold and gunmetal-gray representative is essentially unabraded and has clear types despite 
moderate wear. Struck about 10% off center toward 7 o’clock, though all legends are fully intact. Listed on page 52 of the 2021 Guide Book.

3008 1829 Bronzed PR64 Brown PCGS. N-6, R.6 as a Proof. The Philadelphia Mint during the 19th century issued many bronzed medals, made 
by treating copper planchets with bronzing powder prior to the strike. In fact, this was the usual surface for medals sold to collectors during that 
century. However, bronzed cents are uncommon, although the Eliasberg 1829 N-6 proof was also bronzed. N-6 was also struck in business-strike 
format and is plentiful in worn grades. 

N-6isidentified by arepunchedbase onthe Lin_LIBERTY. TheEandTinLIBERTY arealsorepunched. Thereverse isless distinctive but the N in CENT 
is repunched near its right base. Both dies were only used to strike N-6. 

The present mahogany-brown near-Gem is well struck except on the upper four stars. This localized softness is caused by an axially misaligned 
hammer die. Areas of minor gray toning are note but of little consequence. No post-strike contact is evident. A few slender obverse flan streaks are 
apricot-gold and indicate where the planchet was incorrectly treated with bronzing powder. A lintmark above the O in ONE provides an identifier. 
A second and trivial lintmark is west of the C in CENT. 

PCGS estimates only ten 1829 proofs are known. As of (9/20), PCGS has certified seven: 3 in 64 Brown, 2 in 65 Brown, and 2 in 65 Red and 
Brown. NGC has certified six specimens, 5 as Bronzed and a single 64 Brown with a normal finish. Our EAC Grade PR61.

9 dies were struck in the late 1850s for unofficial sale, along with such 
delicacies as 12-piece 1858 sets of pattern cents.

Brown PCGS. Like the 1916 Buffalo nickel or 1955 Lincoln cent, 
this major doubled die variety is collected alongside regular issues 
in its series. Broad doubling is seen on LIBERTY, and throughout 
the portrait, including the eye and nose. Two reverses are known. 
This is the usual one with a die lump between the oak leaves and 
the C in CENT. Despite its bold nature, the variety now known 
as Snow-l was only first published in 1957 by Walter Breen. Over 
the past 60 years, it has established itself as the top variety in the 
Indian Head series. All examples are highly collectible, regardless 
of condition. Mint State coins are particularly popular and rare, 
representing an estimated 20 of the 300 coins believed extant. 

A majority of the surface area on this near-Gem remains copper- 
orange. Central violet tones inhibit a full Red designation. The 
strike is uniformly strong, though the upper-right leaves appear to 
have been struck through either grease or water — a common trait 
for the issue. Marks below the N in UNITED and right of the shield 
identify this Choice example.

“While MS66 Red examples of this issue occasionally 
appear at auction, the vast majority are not from the CAC 
population. We have previously handled only one specific 
coin in this grade with CAC endorsement, a piece that 
we offered once in 2012 and again in 2014. It is now in 
unknown hands. The Duckor coin brings to the market 
another one of these rare opportunities to acquire one of the 
finest-known 1911-S cents. It is in every respect the equal 
of the D.L. Hansen coin in the current highest-rated PCGS 
Registry Set, and it surpasses almost all other examples. 
Original copper-orange luster adorns satin surfaces, and 
sharp devices and bold lettering denote an early die state. A 
few microscopic pepper specks in the left obverse field serve 
merely to differentiate this piece from its few known peers.”

Still, examples are elusive in 
an absolute sense, and very scarce in the higher grade ranges with 
the Red designation. PCGS has graded seven at this MS67 Red 
level, while NGC has certified four, with neither service having 
awarded a single higher grade (9/20). The obverse of this lustrous 
example is particularly appealing, with intermingled shades of red, 
orange, yellow, gold, pink, green, and violet. An intricate strike is

Proofs of the earlier three cent silver issues, 
from 1854 through 1857, are fairly rare; the year 1858 was the 
first in which the Mint began publicly advertising proof sets for 
sale, and the first for which some sources estimate a proof mintage 
for the trime, at 210 pieces in the Guide Book. Under a loupe 
the rather dark patina resolves into pretty, pastel lavender hues, 
with a golden accent in the central reverse. Die striations run 
diagonally though the obverse, as made and as usually seen, and 
there is some weakness on the denomination in the center of the 
reverse, but this piece is highly attractive, appealing, and rare, a 
nice example of this odd denomination for a type set.

A Gem example of the most famous rarity of the Shield nickel series, 
the proof 1867 Rays has a listed Guide Book mintage of 25+ pieces. Research by John Dannreuther has discovered that perhaps 20 to 30 
originals were struck, plus a small but unknown quantity of restrikes for collectors. John Dannreuther has written extensively on this issue, 
and as of 2007 had identified three different obverse dies in six distinct stages of the single Rays reverse, used with all three obverses. 

Dannreuther believes that the 1867 With Rays proofs struck using Obverses 2 and 3 are restrikes, or second strikings, although some 
of the Dannreuther-2 coins could have been struck in 1867. Such coins, if struck in 1867, would technically be originals, but they were 
struck after the Dannreuther-1 coins, as the progressive stages of the sole reverse die employed show. Dannreuther wrote in an earlier 
2003-dated article that many of the restrikes “were likely struck for collectors in the years 1868-78.” 

Housed in a green label holder, this Gem displays gorgeous toning, particularly on the obverse. The shield exhibits bright cherry-red color, with 
areas of orange at the peripheries. Elsewhere the patina includes shades of yellow and gold along with a splash of lime-green. Those hues appear on 
the reverse as well, but they intermingle to a greater degree. The surfaces display shimmering luster and the expected sharp proof strike. Population:

Seated Liberty quarters known has been detailed in recent years 
through research for lot descriptions, beginning with our offering of 
the Eugene H. Gardner coin. Our roster of known examples includes 
just six specimens, including pieces from the Eliasberg, Gardner, 
Garrett, and Norweb collections, plus a couple of addition coins. 
This example is the Norweb coin, last known to have appeared at 
auction in its namesake sale by Bowers and Merena in March 1988. 
The coin was raw then, and designated a Gem. Currently, it resides 
in a PR64 NGC holder with CAC endorsement, and it exhibits 
the same lovely lavender and champagne toning as it did when it 
appeared in Norweb. The strike is sharp, and the reflective fields 
are beautifully illuminated by tilting the coin beneath a light. The 
following is our abbreviated roster of proof 1849 quarters:

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1856 PR65 PCGS. CAC. The Philadelphia Mint began its 
program of commercial proof production in 1858, when Mint 
Director James Ross Snowden published ordering instructions and a 
list of prices for obtaining proof examples of various denominations 
from that facility. Before that date, no official records were 
kept of proof production, and the number of coins minted was 
quite limited. Regarding the 1856 proof mintage, Walter Breen 
comments, “In some ways this is one of the most difficult and 
complicated dates of the series.” Breen estimates the proof quarter 
mintage as less than 30 pieces, while Larry Briggs estimates the total 
as 25+ examples. Proof quarters of 1856 are rare in all grades today, 
with Gem specimens almost unobtainable.

Details. Although the Mint Act of April 2, 1792 provided 
the official government approval for construction of the 
Philadelphia Mint building and the installation of the first 
coining press and related equipment, the Mint had no reliable 
source of silver bullion. Depositors brought foreign silver coin, 
tableware, and silver wrought items, but there was no bullion 
fund or stockpile of previously minted coinage to provide 
immediate payment for the raw silver. Depositors were required 
to wait until their account could be settled with freshly minted 
coins. During the first year of silver coinage operations in 1794, 
the sum total of the Mint’s output was 1,758 silver dollars and 
5,300 half dollars. 

Even that small mintage would not have been accomplished 
without the intervention of Mint Director David Rittenhouse, 
who personally provided 1,734.50 troy ounces of refined silver 
ingots for the mintage of the inaugural silver dollars. 

Perhaps only 140 or so 1794 Flowing Hair dollars survive 
from that first-year mintage. Other estimates suggest as many 
as 150 survivors. Numismatist and researcher Jack Collins spent 
some 25 years researching the 1794 issue, with much of his work 
forming the foundation for the comprehensive The Flowing Hair 
Silver Dollars of 1794: An Historical and Population Census Study 
by Martin A. Logies, which documents 134 distinct specimens 
in all grades. 

The current offering is one of those documented coins, 
coming out of the May, 1993 Stetson University Collection 
auction by Bowers and Merena as lot 424. There, it was 
described as: 


“Lightly cleaned long ago, now naturally retoning in shades 
of gold at the rims. A suitable representative, for the grade, 
of our nation’s first silver dollar coinage...” 


Pedigree markers include characteristics of Die State IV, with 
obverse clash marks removed by die lapping that also shortened the 
hair curls on Liberty. Weakness of strike from misaligned dies affect 
the lower half of the date and stars 1 through 8. A short scratch 
between 9 and 4 of the date and a small rim bump above the Y 
of LIBERTY help identify the piece. The reverse shows numerous 
adjustment marks through the letters in UNITED in a diagonal 
pattern unique to this coin. 

The coin was offered in raw VF condition in the Stetson sale. 
It has since been certified in a PCGS Secure holder as PCGS 
Genuine — Tooled — with VF Details. The most noticeable area 
of tooling is at STATES on the reverse, where a planchet streak or 
flaw was smoothed. Although not noted on the holder, the coin has 
been cleaned (as suggested in its earlier 1993 appearance). 

At least two dozen of the surviving 1794 dollars exhibit some 
kind of tooling, damage, repair, or other impairments. Few of the 
those pieces retain the detail and overall collectibility of this 
example, which provides an interesting opportunity for the many 
collectors who desire an example of “America’s first dollar” for their 
collection.

The Trade dollar was 
never intended to circulate domestically, although it eventually 
did, upsetting commerce with its heavy silver weight compared to 
subsidiary denominations. No “business strike” Trade dollars were 
produced at Philadelphia in 1878, although Carson City and San 
Francisco both struck a number of coins before receiving the order 
to halt production. San Francisco struck more than 4.1 million

David Bowers’ Guide Book of Morgan Dollars pegs the survivors 
of the original production of 1,204,000 pieces at more than 755,000 
coins in a GSA inventory — about 73% of the total made. 

The 1883-CC joins its siblings, the 1882-CC and 1884-CC 
issues, as the three most-common Carson City dates in those GSA 
sales. The typical 1883-CC coin is well-struck with good luster, 
usually untoned or lightly toned, and most average in the MS63- 
MS64 range. The present coin is among only six grading events 
seen at PCGS to date (and we are sure that several of those are for 
the same coin, the Battle Born example), and there are none finer 
at either service. NGC reports two examples in MS68 (9/20). This 
piece displays almost miraculous preservation, given the decades 
of bag storage that the great majority of survivors likely endured. 
Only the most trivial evidence of coin-to-coin contact appears on 
Liberty’s face.

The 1884-S Morgan dollar claims an 
adequate mintage of 3.2 million pieces, but the issue is much 
more elusive in high grade than the generous production total 
would suggest. Undoubtedly, most of the mintage was released into 
circulation near the time of issue, and examples in lower circulated 
erades are plentiful in today’s market. Mint State examples are a 
different story however, and coins that grade better than MS63 are 
rare. 

It seems that collectors in the first quarter of the 20th century 
were not aware of the elusive nature of the 1884-S in high grade. 
Two coins that appeared in B. Max Mehl auctions in 1914 and 
1915 realized only $1.20 and $1.15, respectively. Q. David Bowers 
reports several bags were released from San Francisco Mint 
storage in 1926, which were quietly absorbed by the numismatic 
community and probably reinforced the perception that the coins 
were not rare. However, the bulk of the government stockpile was 
likely melted under the provisions of the Pittman Act in 1918, as 
the numbers released in later years were never large, and the issue 
attracted little attention over the years. 

Perceptions changed after the Treasury releases of the 1960s. 
The 1884-S was not well-represented in those sales and series 
specialists recognized that the issue was scarce in all Mint State 
erades and rare above MS63. Today, the 1884-S is recognized as an 
important key to the Morgan dollar series in high grade. 

This Plus-graded Select specimen exhibits sharply detailed 
design elements, with just a trace of softness on the hair above the 
ear, due to some striations that were not completely struck out. The 
surfaces are lightly marked and lightly toned, with vibrant mint 
luster underneath and a few areas of darker slate-gray toning on the 
lower obverse.

3103 1875 PR64 Cameo NGC. CAC. JD-1, R.6. Any gold coin with 
an 1875 date has a special cachet for numismatists, as the year saw 
extremely low mintage totals for all gold denominations except the 
double eagle. Only 400 business strike quarter eagles were minted 
in 1875, and a mere 20 gold proofs were produced. Today, only 
10 to 12 proof examples are known in private hands, with one 
example impounded in the National Numismatic Collection in the 
Smithsonian, and another in the ANS Collection. 

The elusive nature of the proof 1875 quarter eagle was 
recognized at an early date. In its infrequent early auction 
appearances, catalogers emphasized the low mintage figure for the 
1875, and touted its rarity. A typical citation from the William 
H. Woodin Collection (Thomas Elder, 3/1911), lot 1018 reads, 
“1875. Proof. Excessively rare. Only 20 coined, in proof. Plate.” 
In recent times, auction appearances occur at intervals of one to 
two years, and the offerings are always hotly contested. The all- 
time high price at auction for an NGC-graded PR66 * Cameo 
example was lot 1848 of the Milwaukee Signature Auction 
(Heritage, 8/2007), where it realized $92,000. A PCGS-certified 
PR66 Cameo brought $102,145 in our 2019 ANA Signature. 

The present coin is a magnificent Choice proof example, with 
razor-sharp definition evident on all design elements. Fine detail 
is present in Liberty’s hair and all star centers show complete 
radials. The surfaces are a rich orange-gold color with intense green 
highlights. The fields are deeply mirrored, and contrast boldly 
with the frosty devices. We expect spirited competition from series 
enthusiasts when this lot is called.

The coins were delivered in quarterly batches of 35, 9, 21, and 
54 pieces and a single die pair was used to strike all the proofs. 
The obverse die used on the proofs shows the 1 in the date placed 
slightly lower than on the business-strike die, with the logotype 
taking a small “bite” out of the dentils below. There are also a 
few die lumps on Liberty’s forehead on the proof die, and the 
reverse exhibits heavy swirling die polish in the clear stripes of 
the shield, making it possible to differentiate between proofs and 
prooflike circulation strikes. The 1895 proofs were produced to a 
high standard of quality and many examples are seen with Cameo 
or Deep Cameo surfaces. John Dannreuther estimates the surviving 
population at 60-70 examples in all grades. Only 6,000 business 
strikes were struck, and high-grade specimens are elusive. The 
high-quality of the proofs and their late 19th century date have 
always made them popular with type and date collectors, alike. 

The present coin is the single-finest certified example at either 
of the leading grading services (9/20). This incredible PR69 
example exhibits razor-sharp definition on all design elements 
and the deeply mirrored fields contrast profoundly with the richly 
frosted devices to create an intense cameo effect. The virtually 
perfect yellow-gold surfaces show the orange-peel texture of the 
best 19th century proofs and the overall eye appeal is terrific. This 
coin should find a home in the finest collection or Registry Set.

The 1804 Capped Bust Right half eagle was a favorite of early 
collectors, who began noticing the different varieties as early as 
lot 1634 of the Fifth Semi-Annual Sale (W. Elliot Woodward, 
10/1864), “1804 Very fine, and from a die entirely different from 
the last, both obverse and reverse; very scarce.” The lot realized 
$11, about the average price for half eagles in that sale. Recent sales 
include the MS63 PCGS example in lot 3168 of the Summer FUN

This impressive Select specimen exhibits sharply detailed design 
elements on the obverse, with dramatic clash marks over the date 
and in front of the portrait.

Eight of 
those 19 coins represent the 1834 Plain 4 issue. So while this date 
is inherently rare in Gem condition, it is still the best option for 
collectors seeking a Condition Census Classic Head type coin. 

This pieces represents the HM-5 die variety. This variety shows 
the 4 in the date triple punched, and there is repunching on the 
bottom of the D in UNITED on the reverse. Daryl Haynor in 
Classic Gold Coins notes that HM-5 is typically very weakly struck, 
and some of that strike weakness is noted on this piece in the 
centers. The hair curls above Liberty’s ear and the left side of the 
shield exhibit the most noticeable weakness, while the peripheral 
stars are all sharply defined. 

The grade of this piece is what sets it apart from most Classic 
half eagles, and that surface quality is amplified by semiprooflike 
reflectivity in the fields while the devices produce frosty luster. Only 
the faintest signs of contact are evident, and the coin yields a radiant 
cartwheel effect. We have only seen a Gem example of this issue on 
a few occasions in recent years, and it has been nearly a decade 
since we handled a finer 1834 Plain 4 Classic Head half eagle. A 
highly important opportunity for the advanced gold type collector.

Series-End Melt Rarity 





3126 1929 MS62 NGC. After a 13-year hiatus, the Mint struck 662,000 
half eagles in 1929. Gold circulated little in the U.S. by this time, 
and the majority of the 1929 mintage remained in government vaults 
following its coinage. When President Roosevelt issued the famous 
1933 Gold Recall executive order, the coins were melted down and 
cast into bars. By that point, only a few hundred 1929 half eagles 
had been paid out of the Mint through the Cashier or the Treasury, 
making this issue far and away the scarcest date in the series today. 
Nonetheless, since gold circulation was so minimal at the time of 
issue, most surviving 1929 fives are in various Mint State grades. 

This MS62 example is well struck and displays satiny orange- 
gold patina with modest luminance. Light marks in the fields are 
not overly significant for the grade. Eye appeal is pleasing.

3127 1799 Small Obverse Stars, BD-6, R.5, MS63 PCGS. Bass- 
Dannreuther Die State e/b, with extensive die cracks on the 
obverse and lapping on the reverse. The 1799 eagle claims a 
relatively large mintage for the series, at an impressive 37,449 
pieces. Among Capped Bust Right eagles, only the 1801 issue 
has a larger reported mintage. However, the 1799 mintage 
was split between 10 different die varieties and only two of 
those (BD-7 and BD-10) are seen with any regularity. This coin 
represents the BD-6 variety, with the numerals 17 in the date 
closely spaced and reverse star 12 not touching the beak. BD-6 
is a rare variety, with a surviving population of 35-45 examples 
in all grades. John Dannreuther estimates the BD-6 dies were 
used to strike 1,500-2,000 pieces of the reported mintage. This 
was the third and final use of the obverse die, which was used 
previously to strike the BD-4 and BD-5 varieties of 1799. It was 
the first use of the reverse die, which was employed again to 
produce the BD-7 variety of this date. 

The 1799 eagle was always a collector favorite and examples 
began appearing at auction at least as early as lot 172 of the 
A.C. Kline Sale (Moses Thomas and Sons, 6/1855). The first 
serious study of die varieties for the early eagles, conducted by 
John W. Haseltine and John Colvin Randall, took place about 
30 years later. When Randall sold his collection through coin 
dealer W. Elliot Woodward in June of 1885, he identified five 
different die varieties of 1799 eagles in his collection. Lot 854 in 


the catalog of the sale, Randall’s variety No. 3, sounds a lot like 
a BD-6: 


“1799 No. 3; in date 1 and 7 close together, small stars; rev., 
stars different from the others; very fine indeed; rev., proof.” 


The closely spaced 17 in the date and the Small Obverse Stars 
conclusively identify the BD-6 obverse and the “different” reverse 
stars may refer to the position of reverse star 12 outside the eagle’s beak. 
This may well be the first description of the BD-6 variety in print. 

The present coin is a spectacular Select example, with 
sharply detailed design elements in most areas and just a touch of 
incompleteness on the juncture of the shield and eagle’s tail and 
some clouds, due to lapping. Many obverse die cracks are evident, 
with the crack along the edge of the cap most advanced. The vivid 
orange-gold surfaces show only minor signs of contact, with vibrant 
mint luster on both sides. Overall eye appeal is outstanding.

3131 1870-CC XF40 PCGS. Variety 1-B. As might be expected, first-year production of ten dollar gold pieces was meager at the Carson City Mint, with 


just under 6,000 pieces struck. The coins circulated locally and wore out quickly, making the 1870-CC extremely challenging to find with sharp motifs 

and acceptable surface quality. Many consider this issue the premier prize of the entire Liberty Head eagle series — if not by rarity, then by popularity. 
The well-defined obverse shows a trio of shallow reeding marks in the lower fields that serve to pedigree this piece, but they are of little concern 

at the XF grade level. Light field chatter peppers both sides. Rare at this grade and often out of reach any finer, this lightly worn green-gold coin is 

sure to complement a fine Carson City or Liberty eagle collection. PCGS has certified fewer than three dozen such pieces at the grade. Population:

Prized Indian Head Melt Rarity 


3132 1907 Rolled Rim AU58 NGC. The 10th edition (2009) of the 
Judd pattern reference lists the 1907 Rolled Rim ten as a pattern, 
Judd-1903 (formerly Judd-1775), but demurs on its exact status, 
saying, “Regular or pattern? This point can be debated.” The 
1907 Wire Rim and Rolled Rim designs were deemed inferior to 
the revised design as prepared by Homer Saint-Gaudens and his 
assistant, Henry Hering, from Augustus Saint-Gaudens’ original 
concept. The modified design (No Periods) is what was ultimately 
released into circulation, while the former two versions were mostly 
distributed to privileged individuals, sold to the public, or melted. 

The total number of Rolled Rim tens originally struck, and 
the number that survived the original mintage, are also open to 
question. The latest Judd reference suggests that 32,500 pieces 
were struck, “but all but 42 [were] melted.” The second edition of 
Garrett and Guth (2008) enumerates 31,500 pieces struck with 
50 surviving, apparently taking a cue from Roger Burdette, whose 
research finds that the number saved was actually 50 coins. In 
Renaissance of American Coinage, 1905-1908, Burdette refers to a 
November 9, 1907 letter found in the National Archives written by 
Mint Superintendent John Landis to Mint Director Frank Leach. 
From the correspondence, it was determined that Director Leach 
“decided that the incorrectly minted eagles should be destroyed, 
and on November 9 he approved melting $315,000 (31,500) in 
gold eagles made from the second models (border, with periods), 
holding back only fifty pieces for collectors.” 

Today the 1907 Rolled Rim eagle remains a rare and desirable 
coin, regardless of the exact number saved. NGC and PCGS 
combined have certified 84 examples (9/20) — a number that 
certainly reflects multiple resubmissions of the same coins. Most 
survivors are Uncirculated, which is logical since this issue never 
entered the channels of commerce. The current coin represents 
one of the few lightly circulated examples known and, as such, is a 
welcome opportunity for budget-conscious collectors. 

This piece was probably not just a pocket piece for some fortunate 
collector. From the numerous abrasions scattered over each side it 
shows extensive contact with other coins, more than would be 
expected from a pocket piece. That being said, the only mark of 
consequence is a scrape to the left of the date. The strike is a bit soft 
in the centers on surfaces that are bright yellow-gold throughout.

The San 
Francisco Mint struck both Type One and Type Two twenties that 
year, but all double eagles produced at the Philadelphia Mint were 
of the new Motto design. 

The 1866 Liberty double eagle claims a substantial business- 
strike mintage of 698,745 pieces, but few high quality examples 
were saved by contemporary collectors. Only the wealthiest 19th 
century collectors could afford to set aside lengthy date runs of 
twenty dollar gold coins, and the well-heeled numismatists who 
did collect double eagles preferred to update their collections by 
purchasing proof examples from the Mint every year. The coins 
were seldom seen in circulation, as they could only be purchased 
from banks and bullion brokers at a premium and the general 
public had become accustomed to the more convenient paper 
money during the Civil War years. Much of the 1866 mintage was 
exported and melted. Some more coins were sent to the Western 
United States where they circulated heavily in the hard-money 
economy of that region. By the time numismatic interest in the 
denomination became widespread in the late 1930s the coins had 
been circulating for decades, suffering much wear and attrition 
along the way. The 1866 Liberty double eagle is not difficult to 
locate in circulated grades today, but Mint State examples are 
decidedly elusive. Most Uncirculated examples are concentrated in 
the MS60-MS61 grade range and finer coins are rare. The present 
coin is the only MS63 example certified at PCGS, with a single 
MS64 specimen finer, while NGC has graded no coins in MS63, 
also with one finer (9/20). 

The coin offered here is a charming Select specimen, with 
sharply detailed design elements throughout. The lightly marked 
orange-gold surfaces are lustrous and appealing. An amber alloy 
streak on the reverse, above the eagle’s left (facing) wing, is the 
best pedigree marker.

The 1879 is 
a date that many old-time double eagle collections lacked in Mint 
State. When David Akers performed his analysis of auction records 
for this denomination in 1982, he listed only 14 appearances of a 
Mint State coin and called such pieces “very scarce.” Presumably 
many of the Uncirculated examples known today were repatriated 
from overseas hoards, and the bagmarked surfaces of most are further 
reminiscent of trade coins. The 1879 is a date that is rare any finer 
than MS62, extremely rare in MS64, and up until just a few years ago 
was unknown in Gem condition. NGC and PCGS each list a single 
MS65, and NGC lists a single MS66 coin as the finest known. 

Impressively sharp design elements complement blazing, frosty 
cartwheel luster and original yellow-gold coloration. Collectively, 
a few insignificant luster grazes prevent an even finer grade, 
although these melt into the luminous surfaces and cause no visual 
intrusion. 

The reverse shows sharp die doubling of virtually all 
lettering, most notably on AMERICA, E PLURIBUS, and IN 
GOD WE TRUST. This Cherrypickers’ variety is intriguing to 
the die characteristic specialist, but it is largely overshadowed by 
the incredible quality and conditional rarity that this top-grade 
1879 double eagle possesses. As Mike Fuljenz writes in Type Three 
Double Eagles, second edition, “It might be a number of years 
before a properly graded MS63 or better piece with clean surfaces is 
offered for sale ... This is a Type Three issue with excellent growth 
potential in all uncirculated grades.” Arguably no Mint State 1879 
has more growth potential than this Gem.

After a dinner where the president and the sculptor 
discussed in broad terms what such a project might look like, Augustus Saint-Gaudens wrote to the president in November 1905: “My 
idea is to make it a living thing and typical of progress.” Over the next year and a half Saint-Gaudens and his assistant, Henry Hering, 
modified the figure of Liberty from the Sherman Monument and translated that figure’s vibrancy into the limitations of a 34 mm 
coin. This MS62 example shows fully articulated design elements on each side and certainly reflects the “living thing” Saint-Gaudens 
strove to represent. The surfaces are satiny and the only mentionable contact mark is located at the reverse rim at 7 o’clock.

We recently offered 
the companion piece for this 1937-D Boone matte proof half 
dollar as part of our August 2020 Signature sale, which made 
headlines and realized $84,000. This example derives from the 


same three-coin set, and its story bears repeating: 


“The production of these matte proofs was not recorded by 
the Mint, and their existence was once unknown to many 
researchers. In his Proof Encyclopedia, Walter Breen cites 
‘rumors’ of the possible existence of matte proof Roanoke 
and Antietam half dollars of this year, but makes no mention 
of the Boone matte proofs. More recently, the legitimacy of 
these coins as genuine matte proofs has been an issue of 
controversy, but their authentication, first by NGC and 
now by PCGS, confirms their status beyond any doubt. 


“The origin of the PDS set from which this proof originates 
has been researched by commemorative authority Anthony 
Swiatek with the conclusion that the coins were all struck 
at the Philadelphia Mint for Chief Engraver John R. 
Sinnock before the branch mint dies were shipped to their 
respective facilities. It has been suggested by others that 
possibly four matte proof sets were produced on Sinnock’s 
account, but no evidence has surfaced to confirm the 
existence of any but the present coin and its D and S-mint 
counterparts. Writing in The Encyclopedia of United States 
Silver & Gold Commemorative Coins, coauthored by Breen 


(1981), Swiatek states: 


‘There is a set of the three 1937 coins with matte finish, 
which has been represented as matte proofs. These 
are extremely rare and show more detail than on the 
business strikes. These MS-70 coins must be seen to be 
fully appreciated. Each of them possesses a double strike 
with sharp squares letters — especially notable on the 
PIONEER YEAR inscription. In other words, there 
isn’t the usual roundness on the lettering, dates or mint 
marks.’ “

The 
Octagonal Panama-Pacific fifty dollar gold piece is a memorable 
and iconic issue, with its distinctive shape and its minuscule 
distribution of 645 coins. The issue tends to jump out of the pages 
of the annual Guide Book, sticking in the minds of new collectors 
flipping through the “bible” of American numismatics. As those 
collectors progress, the 1915-S Octagonal fifty often remains a 
key date on their want lists, establishing itself a sort of pinnacle of 
numismatic achievement. 

What keeps these coins out of the hands of all but a small group 
of advanced collectors today is the same thing that limited their 
sales more than a century ago: price. Both the Octagonal and Round 
fifties struck to commemorate the Panama-Pacific International 
Exhibition retailed in 1915 for $100 — double face value. That was 
about the same cost as a round-trip train ticket from the East Coast 
to San Francisco. Fairgoers could have stayed in a hotel all week 
and dined for about $15, putting the substantial expense of these 
massive two-and-a-half-ounce gold pieces into perspective. 

Of the two 1915-S fifty dollar types, this is the more desirable. 
Its shape harkens back to the famous fifty dollar slugs produced by 
Augustus Humbert and the United Assay Office of Gold during 
the early days of the California Gold Rush. This particular MS62 
representative enjoys rich yellow-gold color and finely textured, 
softly frosted surfaces that show full strike definition. A handful of 
tiny ticks and some light hairlines on each side limit the numeric 
gerade but have no effect whatsoever on the coin’s lovely eye 
appeal.

There was almost no circulating coinage in 
the Mormon settlement at the time, causing great difficulties in the 
local economy. A mint was established in Salt Lake City under the 
direction of Brigham Young, with all the equipment manufactured 
there by Mormon craftsmen and blacksmiths. 

Unfortunately, no trained assayer was available, leading to 
well-publicized problems with the fineness of the issue. Although 
produced from the native California gold, additional alloys were 
present which brought the fineness below the stated value on the 
coins. Lightweight specimens were also reported. The coinage was 
a local success, as merchants of the Mormon church would accept 
the coins at face value, but outside the settlement they were only 
accepted at a steep discount. Still, the coins enabled the Mormons 
to purchase needed goods from neighboring communities until 
an adequate supply of U.S. coinage reached the area in the early 
1860s. 

The present chestnut-gold example has pleasing sharpness on 
the clasped hands, and the minutely grainy surfaces exhibit only 
a few faint slide marks. The obverse die is buckled through the 
lower portion of the all seeing eye, which weakens that area, and is 
diagnostic for this issue.

Payment by eCheck, wire transfer, or check will not incur a surcharge. This fee only 


applies to credit transactions, and does not exceed Auctioneer’s cost of processing. 
Payment is due upon closing of the Auction session, or upon presentment of an invoice. Auctioneer reserves 
the right to void an invoice if payment in full is not received within 7 days after Auction close. In cases of 
nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay 
Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and buyer’s premium) on the lot and any other damages pertaining to the lot or 
Auctioneer.
